Navy Not 
Prepared 
To Fight 


Admiral King 
Declares Rate of 
Demobilization 
Is Too Speedy 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 
—(A*)—The navy 's chief of 
operations told a congres­ 
sional committee today that 
the United States Navy is 
not now prepared to fight a 
major battle if it were neces­ 
sary to do so. 
The statement was made 
by Fleet Admiral Ernest J . 
King in response to ques­ 
tions of I ouse military com­ 
mittee members after he had 
endorsed universal military 
training legislation.

The secret of good human relations is mu­ 
tual understanding and forbearance. This is dem­ 
onstrated in the harmony between married couples 
who make sensible allowances for inevitable dif­ 
ferences of outlook and temperament. It is shown 
in the friendly spirit between employers 'and 
workers who are ready to sit down together and 
iron out problenrs in which both recognize they 
have a common responsibility. 
Our lives can become more pleasant and 
congenial if we adopt the sane attitude that no 
matter what we think or feel about some p>articu- 
lar issue, we should seek to understand the view^- 
point also of those who disagree with us. If we 
cultivate the ability to see things through an­ 
other person’s eyes, we guard against the danger 
of unjustified suspicions, quick resentments and 
exasperations, hardening into long-standing bit­ 
terness and strife. 
This calls for a spirit of Christian humility, 
a virtue that is lacking in many otherwise admir­ 
able persons. Being humble does not imply that 
we should allow ourselves to be bullied or “ push­ 
ed around" without defending ourselves or to be 
maligned or slandered without raising voices in 
protest. It does mean that we should have the 
strength of character, the good sense, not to let 
resentment over real or fancied grievances take 
root in our souls. It means at the least that w« e 
should lake into account all the circumstances 
of the offense committed against us before evalu­ 
ating its seriousness. 
Not just “ turning the other cheek,” but 
remembering always that the Christian law^ de­ 
mands that we love even those w'ho offend against 
us is the best insurance for happy human rela­ 
tionships. We should remember that even our 
bitterest enemies can be vanquished by the weap­ 
ons of love.
